All the cable lines had snow-plows and track 
and wing cleaners running in the afternoon 
and evening and kept their tracks so nearly 
clear that they were but little discommoded. 
The greatest difficulty was experienced in 
stopping cars, as the locked wheels would 
often slide on the slippery tracks.

BILL FOR THE INCORPORATION OF 
‘STREET AND “L” ROADS. 


Senator Noonan’s Measure Provides That 
Property-Owners Who Do Not Consent 
to Construction May Sue for Damages 
and That Municipal Bodies Have Power 
to Cause Tracks to Be Removed—Police 


Pleads for a Chairmanship. 3 

Spuinerretp, III., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
Senator Noonan has prepared a bill providing 
that all street and elevated railway companies 
shall be incorporated under the General Cor- 
poration act of the State. Those now oper- 
ating under special charters will not be. ex- 
empt from this ‘general provision. The bill 
also provides that municipal bodies shail have 
power to cause the removal of the tracks from 
the streets now occupied by the same if it 
shall be deemed iu the public interest to do 
so, It further provides that where a right of 
way is obtained by the consent of some prop- 
erty owners those property owners who. do 
not consent may sue for damages caused by 
the construction or laying of any such line or 
lines of street or elevated railway. 

Senator Bartling has under consideration a 
bill for the creation of a Police Board for Chi- 
cago, a rough draftof which has been pre- 
pared by Mr. Goudy. The bill provides for a 
boara of four Commissioners, not more than 
two members of which shall belong ‘o any 
one political party. The first board, it is pro- 
posed, shall be appointed by the Judges of 
the Circuit Court of Cook County, and this 
body shall hold office until the election of Cir- 
cuit Judges in June, 1897, when their succes- 
sors shall be elected by the voters of the city. 
The bill provides in case of election also, that 
not more than two members of the board 
shall belong to any one political party. 

Representative McMurdy of the Hyde 
Park district has prepared a bill which 
has been in effect 7 hy the State Bar 
Association and which provides for the estab- 
lishment ot a Board of Exawminersin Law to 
consist of three persons appointed by the Gov- 
ernor and who shall be members of the bar of 
Illinois. The duties of this body shall be to 
examine applicants for admission to the bar 
an? grant certificates to those who pass satis- 
factorily. The bill further provides that any 
Judge of a Circuit Court or of the Superior 
Court of Cook County shall have power to 
enter an order suspending for misconduct in 
his practice or office any attorney-at-law from 
practicing in the court over which said Judge 
presides, subject to the approval of the Su- 
preme Court, 

Sunday Opening Resolution, 

The World’s Fair Sunday opening resolu- 
tion introduced by Senator Johnson of Cook 
last week will come up for action in the Sen- 
ate tomorrow morning. It is probable that it 
will be adopted by a large majority, but there 
will be some opposition. Senator Berry will 
speak against the resolution. Senators Hunter 
and Chapman are also understood to be against 
it, but the vote in ite favor will be decisive. 

There will be a lively debate also concern- 
ing Senator Hunter’s Anti-Option bill resolu- 
tion introduced today. The intention of the 
proposer was to put his fellow-members on 
record on the question. Some of them do 
not take kindly to his method of doing so. 
It is likely that most of the Chicago Senators 
will oppose the resolution. Senator Palmer 
is understood to be opposed to the Anti-Option 
bill, and the Demvucratic members here may 
not like to embarrass him by voting forja reso- 
lution which, in effect, isan instruction. But 
it is believed that the Senate will today adopt 
the resolution.

He said: Most of them do. Senator 
Thiele indorses me, so does Senator Johnson, 
so does Senator O'Malley.“ 

_Mr. Thiele in response to this said he would 
liketo have the applicant made Chairman 
Whereat Senator Farmer 
in surprise and said: 
“Why, I have a written document in my pos- 
session in which Thiele expresses his inten- 
tion to support me as Chairman of the Ju- 
diciary committee.”

Senator Wailhas drafted a bill providing 
that in condemnation suits under the eminent 
domainacy the petitioner shall pay all the 
costs, including jurors’ fees. 

Senator Manecke will introduce a bill abol- 
ishing the Claims Commission. 

Representative McInerney of Cook has pre- 
pared a bill making it unlawful to send chil- 
dren and minors to saloons for intoxicating 
liquors. It provides the punishment for vio- 
lation shall be a fine of not less than $20 nor 
more than $100 or imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than ten nor more than thirty 
days or both. 

Representative Morris has prepared a bill 
designed to protect the public from abscond- 
ing debtors. The effect of it is to provide that 
any note or obligation, regardiess of the date 
of its maturity, becomes a lien whenever evi- 
dence is produced that the creditor is seeking 
to evade its payment by absconding himeelf 
or removing his property from the jurisdic- 
tion of this State.

to compel the Secretary of State to show 
cause why he does not obey the law. The 
Secretary having made answer, the Supreme 
Court will decide whether or not he must turn 
over the papers to the Republican House, 
thus deciding whether that House is the con- 
stitutionally organized one, Ine papers in 
the case were all prepared tonight, and are 
ready for presentation. 

Gov. Lewelling made this statement at alate 
hour tonight: It seems to be generally un- 
ders the Governor 1s required to 
recognize one or the other of the two Houses, 
Such is not the fact. The only duty imposed 
upon the Governor by the law is to re- 
ceive a concurrent resolution adopted by the 
House and Senate informing him that they 
have been organized and are ready for the 
transaction of business. On its face such a 
resolution gives evidence of coming from a 
constitutionally organized House and Senate. 
It is not my duty to look beyond the tuce of 
such a resolution.“ 

The Democrats have not taken any part in 
either House organization. They assisted, 
however, in forcing the Populists to consent 
to arbitration by informing them today that 
they considered the Republicans the legally 
constituted House and unless something was 
done soon that they would go with them and 
add that much streagth to their claims. This 
had the desired effect and it is probable that 
by morning all will be arranged. The revolu- 
tionary spirit in the Populist camp has been 
forced to the rear and the conservatives have 
now undertaken to extricate their party from 
the predicament in which it has been placed. 

A serious condition confronts the Populists. 
The squabble in the House of Representatives 
has stopped short all efforts of Treasurer-elect 
Biddle to secure bondsmen. So long as there 
is a question as to thelegality of the urganiza- 
tion of the House of Representatives no con- 
servative man will signthe bond. The legality 
of appropriations being involved, Mr. Biddle 
has secured bondamen for only half of the 
amount of his million dollar bond, and has 
been unable to assume his office. asurer 
Stover will honor no requisitions upon the 
State Treasury, and no money will be availa- 
ble until Biddle qualifies.

What the conservatives desire is to hold on 
to protection and yet pretend to be for free 
trade—to swear that they are for the latter at 
the earliedt possible moment, but that the 
need of revenue is such that it cannot be in- 
troduced as yet. They wish to keep up achat- 
ter about the desirability of free silver, but 
they are opposed to abandoning the gold 
standard. They will say that the tax on State 
bank notes ought to be repealed, but they will 
not permit it to be done, if they can help it, 
pleadmg that the subject must be examined 
carefully and thoroughly. They abuse the 
present status but dread the consequences of a 
change. 

They know that if their party knocks protec- 
tion in the head, as it promised to, it will have 
millions of deceived, injured, and angry work- 
mgmen on its back and a panic on its hands. 
Those men who elected Cleveland because 
they were told that goods would be cheaper 
but their wages would not be reduced will not 
remain silent when they find themselves 
thrown out of work or their wages cut down a 
half or more.

DEATH OF GEN. B. F. BUTLER. 

In the sudden passing away of Benjamin F. 
Butler death has removed a unique and always 
conspicuous figure from the worid of Ameri- 
can statecraft, law, politics, business, and mil- 
itary reminiscence. The noted veteran died, 
as he probably wished to die, in harness, for 
only the day before his death he was in the 
Supreme Court fighting an old litigation with 
his customary vigor and self-assertion. 

Tun Taro already has printed the im- 
portant events of his career, and few Ameri- 
cans of modern days have had a more varied 
or stormier one., He was a born fighter, and 
whatever department of effort engaged his 
services he was sure to be conspicuous by the 
audacigus, brilliant, and sometimes eccentric 
manner in which he asserted himself. Though 
& man of many moods and many sides he was 
a positive character, and whatever cause he 
espoused he threw himself into it heartily and 
actively even though it might contradict all 
his previous positions. His record is an er- 
ratio one., as no precedents were allowed to 
govern his course. As a merchant he was 
largely interested in manufactures at Lowell, 
Mass., but more than once he advocated poli- 
cies as a politician which he was not fol- 
lowing as a manufacturer, and which 
condemned his business relations. As a poli- 
tician he had consorted with all parties. In- 
deed, he was everything by turns and nothing 
long, He was nominated for Governor of 
Massachusetts by the Democrats in 1862, 
elected to Congress by the Republicans in 
1866, nominated for Governor by the Repub- 
licans in 1871, nominated for Governor by the 
Greenback party in 1878, in 1879 by the Dem- 
ocrate, in 1882 and 1883 by the straightout 


Democrats, and five times he suffered defeat 


without apparent discouragement, for in 1884 
he accepted the hopeless nomination of the 
Greenback and Labor parties for the Presi- 
dency, and was supported with enthusiasm by 
his life-long friend, Dr. Dana of the New York 
Sun. This was his last appearance m poli- 


, of his profession, in which his scath 
ing wit, brilliant repartee, adroit trickery in 
the use of technicalities, sensational methods, 
edhedl by tatimaate —— close vend 
ing, made him a dregded opponent to his ad- 
versaries, and more than once a source of ap- 


it will be a great White mark set down to his 
credit that from the moment the first rebel 
gun was fired at Sumter he never once hesi- 
tated in his devotion to the Union and bis de- 
termination to help save the Nation. The res- 
oluteness of his service is measured best by 
the hatred entertained against him in the 
South. That hatred, indeed, began further 
back, when he withdrew from the Charleston 
Democratic National convention because he 
could not sit in a convention that approved 
the African slave trade. His military career 
began s Baltimore. At Fortress Monroe the 
Sout! oegan to hate him when he declared 
runaway slaves contraband of war. It hated 
him worse when at New Orleans he hanged 
William Mumford for hauling down the flag 
and estopped women from insulting Union 
soldiers by his well-known Order No. 28. 
With the events of his military career, how- 
ever, the public 1s well acquainted. It ended 
at Fort Fisher, but during the time he was in 
the army, from 1861 almost to the very close 
of the war, he never faltered once in his de- 
termination that the Union shoul be pre- 
served and that treason should be exterminat- 
ed at whatever cost or by whatever methods. 
His military skill may be questioned. It was 
questioned by Gen. Grant, but no one ever 
questioned his loyalty to the flag and to the 
National Government. There was no politics 
in his patriotism, no eccentricity in his loy- 
alty. | 


GUARDING AGAINST CHOLERA. 

The Quarantine bill, autuorizing the Presi- 
dent of the United States to suspend immi- 
gration when such action is demanded by con- 
siderations of public health, has passed the 
Senate. The most important section reads as 
follows: 

Sec. 7. That whenever it shall be shown to the 
satisfaction of the President that by reason of the 
existence of cholera or other inféctious or con- 
tagious diseases in a foreign country there is se- 
rious danger of the introduction of the same into 
the United States, and that, notwithstanding the 
quarantine defense, this danger is so increased by 
the introduction of persons or property from such 
country that a suspension of the right to intro- 
duce the same is demanded in the interest of pub- 
lic hralth, the President shall have the power to 
prohibit, in whole or in part, the introduction of 
persons and property from such countries or 
places as he shall designate and for such period 
of time as he shall deem necessary. 

It will be observed that unmigrants are not 
expressly mentioned. It authorizes the Pres- 
ident to prohibit the introduction of per- 
sons and property from such places and for 
such time as he may deem necessary. If 
the two steps remaining before the bill be- 
comes a law be taken he will have power un- 
der it to prohibit the landing of first cabin 
passengers as well as those who come in the 
steerage, and merchandise as well as personal 
property. It is a large measure of authority 
to place in the hands of any one man, and to 
be justified only by the urgency of the case, 
but there need be little fear of such power 
being abused. The very fact that it is so com- 
prehensive and complete should be, and doubt- 
leas will be, good reason for not resorting to 
the prohibitive action unless it be absolutely 
necessary, or continuing the restriction a mo- 
ment longer than seems to be demanded by 
reference to the good of the people. There 
are few men who, subject (o popular vote, 
needlessly would stop the wheels of commerce 


Jand the tide of travel, and it may be said 


safely tnat Mr. Cleveland is not one of them. 
The measure 1s a good one because it will per- 
mit the ocean movement to be unimpeded up 
to the last safe moment, and then only inter- 
pose a bar where needed, while in the absence 
of such provision it might be deemed neces- 
sary to impose a check on immigration and 
commerce that would entail loss and suffering 
in many cases that would not constitute direct 
menaces to the public health. For instance, 
a law prohibitmg immigration for one year 
would inflict a vast amount of damage, and 
perhaps without any other than precaution- 
ary reason therefor. b 


WHO OPPOSE SALUTARY 

CHANGES. 

The House of Representatives had under 
consideration day before yesterday the joint 
resolution offered by Mr. Crain of Texas pro- 
posing to amend the Constitution so that the 
official terms of Senators and Representatives 
shall end Dec. 31, that those of President and 
Vice-President shall begin and end April 30 
instead of March 4, and that a new Congress 
shall meet the second Monday of January, 
a little over two months after election. Mr. 
Springer’s proposed amendment, which pro- 
vides for the meeting of Congress the first 
Wednesday in January, is more desirable, be- 
cause it also lengthens the terms of Repre- 
sentatives to three years. 

Some of the members who opposed Mr. 
Crain’s plan did so b*cause they had schemes 
of their own, to which they gave the prefer- 
ence. Mr. Springer was not among them 
and spoke and voted for Mr. Crain’s resolu- 
tion. One of the opponents was Mr. Bourke 
Cockran of New York. His speech showed 
clearly that he is a Bourbon who wants xoth- 
ing altered, no matter how needful the change 
may be. The only reason he gave for his 
course was that it would be dangerous to al- 
low a Congress elected at the same time the 
President was voted for to canvass the Fresi- 
dential vote. He pretended to fear that “ this 
would open a breach in the Constitution 
through which disputes of every character 
may enter,” which would array the people 
of the country in hostile camps warring 
against each other.” This is curious language 
for a person who has been credited with the 
possession of some ability. 

Mr. Cockran had not a word to say about 
the vicious feature of the present system 
which, in case no candidate gets a majority of 
the Electoral votes, throws the election into a 
House chosen two years before which may 
have been repudiated by the people at the 
last election. This choice of a President by 
an old House came near causing trouble in 
1801 and excited great dissatisfaction among 
the Jackson men in 1825. Nor did Mr. Cock- 
ran say a word about the absurdity of per- 
mitting a House to go on and legislate for 
three months after the people have chosen 
successors with radically different policies as 
in 1890, and the almost equal absurdity of not 
permitting the new House to enter on its 
duties until thirteen months after its election. 

He did not attempt to defend these anoma- 
Nis, for he could not. He confined himself to 
conjuring up visionsof war and a country 
drenched with blood in case the Presidential 
vote was canvassed by a Congress whose 
House members were voted for at the same 
time the President was and represented the 
then sentiment of the people. He added fur- 
ther that there could be no reason advanced 
forthe amendment except the “ prompting 
towards fanciful experiments.” This is one 
of the ways in which Bourbons fight changes. 
They refuse to state why the change is de- 
manded, and attack it as fanciful and vision- 
ary and its supporters as cranks.

INTEREST ON PUBLIC FUNDS BELONGS TO 
: THE PUBLIC. - 

Two years ago the Attorney-General of Wis- 
consin brought suit against several ex-State 
Treasurers to recover from them or their sure- 
ties the money paid them by the banks in 
which they had deposited the funds intrusted 
to them. The Circuit Court decided in favor 
of the State. The Supreme Court has just 
affirmed that judgment. As the bondsmen are 
good where the principals are not, the Treas- 
ury will be enriched by halfa million at least, 
and perhaps more. The ‘opinion of the Su- 
preme Court concludés thus: 

Upon due consideration our conclusions upon 
the whole case are (and the court so holus) that 
the funds which Treasyrer McFetridge deposited 
with banks were the property of the State; that 
in making such deposits as Treasurer, and stipu- 
lating for and receiving interest thereon, or re- 
ceiving interest without such stipulation, he did 
not violate ang law of the State; that such inter- 
est so paid to him, being an accretion or incre- 
ment to the fund, increasing it by the amount of 
interest thus paid thereon, belongs to the State; 
that Treasurer McFetridge received such interest 
by virtue of his office of State. Treasurer and the 
same belonged to his said office; that his failure 
to account therefor to the State, or to deliver the 
same to his successor in o „as required by law, 
is a breach of the conditions of his official bond; 
and that this action can be maintained on such 
bond against him and his sureties therein to re- 
cover the interest thus received by him and unac- 
counted for, * 

The principle laid down herein is sound in 
morals, and if it is good law in Wisconsin 
why is it not good law in Illinois? Why cannot 
Attorney-General Moloney begin suit against 
ex-Treasurer Wilson and his immediate prea- 
ecessors, and thus put a million dollars or so 
into the State Treasury? The taxpayers will 
be grateful. 

Gov. Altgeld has called the atténtion of the 
Legislature to this question of interest on 
public funds, but it is not likely that that 
body will act. A powerful lobby made up of 
every County, School, Town, and City Treas- 
urer will baffle every move made in the direc- 
tion of reform. There is nothing to prevent 
the Attorney-General from acting. There is 
nothing to hinder the law officers of this city 
and county from bringing suit against Treas- 
urers who have pocketed the interest on pub- 
lic funds. The decision in Wisconsin will 
furnish them abundant ammunition. Of 
course a plea will be made for these de- 
réndants, as in Wisconsin, that they merely 
followed a custom of long standing, that they 
did what every other Treasurer has been 
doing for decades, and that it is hardly fair to 
begin by making an example of them. There 
might have been something in that plea a 
quarter of a century ago, when no one found 
fault with the practice. There has been a 
change in public sentiment since then. The 
people are not pleased with a practice they 
once condoned, and every Treasurer who has 
held office of late years has held on to the in- 
terest on public funds knowing that the peo- 
ple disapproved of his conduct. 

It is the duty of the Legislature to act on 
this subject and to pass a law which will se- 
cure to the State and its municipalities the 
interest on their funds. For the reason given 
above the General Assembly will be slow to 
move. Nothing would be more likely to ex- 
pedite its movements or that of its successor 
than the pressing to a successful conclusion of 
suits against ex-State Treasurer Wilson and 
other offenders. When the custodians of pub- 
lic moneys saw that the courts could reach 
them, and that it was hazardous to pocket in- 
terest to which they were not entitled, they 
would not he so keen to defeat the passage of 
a proper law.

But the Courier-Jour- 
nal does not and cannot assign any other lucid 
reason why the’ wages paid in this country are 
‘go much higher than those paid in Europe, or 
even on the othér side of the Canadian border, 
nor can it assign any other reason for de- 
manding free trade than that the granting of 
its demand would enable consumers of many 
kinds of goods to buy the products of Euro- 
pean labor at such low prices. that American 
manufacturers would be forced to reduce the 
wage scale or leave the business, being unable 
to compete with the foreign manufacturer in 
the absence of such reduction. It can have 
no other honest motive for advocating free 
trade than the desire to buy those foreign 
goods at a reduction about equal to the duty, 
and it must be well aware that in such case 
the cost of production must be reduced here, 
which can only be done by cutting down wages. 
The Courier-Journal ought to be wise enough 
to know that about flve-sixths of such reduction 
would have to fall on the workers, instead of 
the one-fifth noted in the census returns, and 
for the reason that all the stuff returned as 
“raw material’’ has been produced and trans- 
ported by means of labor, while a great deal 
of what is classed as raw material by one set 
of manufacturers is finished product to others. 


A cornresporpent of Taz Trisunz, a man

CHOLERA IN THE SHIPPING, 


Three More Men on the Steamer from New 
Orleans Seized with the Plague. 
Hamepvre, Jan. 11.—An investigation into 
the cases of cholera that developed on board 
the Spanish steamer Murciano at this port 
from New Orleans shows that when the 


| steamer arriver here it had good drinking 


water on board. A few days after its arrival 
Antonio Siso, one of the crew, had a violent 
attack of shivering which was at first attrib- 
uted to a cold. While the Murciano was 
lying ice-bound in the river another of the 
crew named José Dios was attacked in a sim- 
ilar manner. 

Siso died, but the remainder of the crew, 
with the exception of Dios, appeared to be 
healthy. When the suspicion arose that Siso 
had died from cholera the Murciano was sent 
to the Concordia Quarantine Station and the 
clothing of all the crew was fumigated and 
the men were disinfected. Today three others 
of the crew—Pedro Sabala, Constantino Fer- 
nandez, and Emilio Don Juan—who had ap- 
parently been in the best of health, were sud- 
denly taken ill. They were removed to the 
hospital, where an examination of their ex- 
creta revealed the presence of cholera bacilli. 

The ships Labor and Newcomer, at Ham- 
burg from Bargtehide, have also been iso- 
lated. Cholera bacilli have been found in the 
excreta of some members of their crew.

New Yorn, Jan. 11.—{Special.}—This has 
been the coldest day that New-Yorkers have 
experienced in seven years. The thermom. 
eter stood at zero at 1 o’clock this mornmg, 
the lowest point reached. Last 
was the coldest since Feb. 15, 1886. 
At 6 a m. the mercury rose to 
7°, at noon it reached 13° above. Navigation 
was partly suspended in the harbor and rivers 
this morning. The ice had formed to an ex- 
tent not known for fifteen years. Traffic was ata 
standstill, and the bay was studded with craft 
oe description, frozen in and motion- 


Great inconvenience was suffered by 
livingon Staten Island, Brooklyn, and New 
Jersey, who come to New York every morn- 
ing. Ferryboat schedules were useless and 


each boat merely did the best it could. Com- 


ing down the North River around the 
and extending up the Fast 
River was one solid mass of ice. 
Stretching over the bay and down through 
the Narrows into the lower bay was the same 
glacial surface, dotted here and there with 
hiilocks of snow-capped pieces of ice that had 
been pushed up by one floe rubbing against 
another. The ice extended into these kilns 
and around the shores of Staten Island. There 
wes a little stretch of open water around Bed. 
low’s Island, and this was all that could be 
seon in New York Harbor. 


Navigation Threatened, 


Reports from Sandy Hook indicate that the 
ice belt is widening and threatens to stop nav- 
igntion altogether. At noon the in-coming 
tide carried much of the ice up the sound and 
allowed most of the ice- bound vessels to make 
their way shortly to their destined points. 
Sound steamers, covered with ice, made their 
way slowly, meeting with delays at almost 
every turn. 

Supt. Koehler of the Staten Island Ferry 
company said that in ail his twenty years’ ex- 
perience he had never witnessed such an ice- 
locked condition as that of today. The brack- 
ets on the paddle wheels of many of 
the Staten Island boats were broken 
and had to be repaired. The 
Staten Island ferry boats were lly 
unfortunate. Belated passengers who haa 
figured upon getting home to Staten Island 
from the Whitehall street slip at 1:30 or 3:40 
this morning had to spend many hours in the 
cheerless ferry-house before the boat could be 
gotten out from the slip. 

Some of the ferries did not attempt to run. 
The Thirty-sixth street to South Brooklyn 
succumbed to the ice early this morning. 
Several attempts were made to run the boats, 
but it was found impossible, Not only was the 
difficulty in midstream, but the slips were so 
heavily packed that the boats could not cut 
their way through. It was worse on the 
Brooklyn side. A great many passengers 
were diwappointed when they came to the 
ferry landing and found they could not get 
to New York. N 

The United States revenue cutters Chandler 
and Washington, were frozeu in their slip last 
night and could not get out this morning to go 
the quarantine with the boarding officers and 
customs inspectors for incotming steamers. 

An English tramp steamship rounded the 
battery from the east into the North River, 
but got stuck in the ice a little east of the 
Battery and remained as despite 
all the puffing and straining of ite engines, 
as if it mag. pone aground upon a 
rock, The Mallory line steamer Com- 
aly, from Norfolk, came up the bay 
at $:20 o’clock Feunting ite nose towards the 
—— River. When near the

to help it was also held in the viselike grasp 
of King Ice, unable to budge au inch. Four 
ear floats, three large schooners, seven tug- 
boats, and many canalboats are w ting for 
thawing weather to liberaté them from tho 
shoals of ice that hem them in on every side. 

At City Island a large fleet of schooners is 
ice- bound. 

For the first time in ‘three years the large 
lake in Central Park was thrown open to 
skaters this morning. All of the smaller lakes 
have been open for several days, and on the 
Fifty-ninth street pond there has been skating 
since last Saturday. 


RECEIVER FOR THE JERSEY CENTRAL, 


Another Ruling for the State by Chancel- 
lor McGiIL 

New Ton, Jaa. 11.—[Special. |—-Chancellor 
McGill of New Jersey has decided that a re- 
ceiver shall be appointed for the New Jer- 
sey Central railroad. This is the con- 
clusion in the suit brought by Attorney- 
General Stockton for the State against 
the Central road because it violated 
the order of the Chancellor which was made 
last September to discontinue their part of 
the Reading ment and to cance! the 
leases made with other roads to raise the 
price of coal. The Chancellor decided every 
pointin favorof the State. He holds that 
the State has the power to appoint the 
receiver and that the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey is responsible for the action of the 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal company. They 
violated the order of the court by — 
fixing the price of coal in combination wit 
the Reading railroad and the Philadelphia 
Coal and Iron company. A receiver will 
therefore be appointed to enforce the original 
injunction of the court. 

n view of the fact that the Central railroad 
has asked permission to show that the agree- 
ment no longer exists and the entire 
scheme has been abandoned, the Chan- 
cellor decides that a master shall be appoint- 
ed to ascertain whether there has been a 
chaage in the status of affairs since the case 
was argued before him, and the receiver will 
not be appointed until after the master makes 
his report. It is expected that a similar con- 
clusion will be the result of the suit against 
the Easton and Amboy road. 

President Maxwell said today that they 
would exhibit documents to prove that the 
Reading has annulled the lease. Bat after ail 
they can say the master may report to the 
Chancellor that the same combination of stock 
ownership exists as during the combine and 
coal prices are still arbitrarily fixed with as 
perfect an understanding as heretofore.

On his way here from New York Friday 
Gen. Butler was taken sick on the train, but 
‘yecovered. Yesterday he caught a heavy cold,

' eavsed failure of the heart, which was the im- 
' mediate cause of death.

It is a remarkable coincidence that Gen. Butler 
should be taken off in the midst of apparent 
health, while Mr. Blaine is lying on his death-bed 
resisting the destroyer with a power that has sur- 
prised everybody. It was Secretary Blaine who 
in 1875, prevented the passage of the Force bill 
through the House until there was no chance of 
it getting through the Senate. Gen. Butler was 
the leader of the Radical Republicans who were 
determined to gratify President Grant by passing 
the bill. In spite of their positions he and Mr. 
Blaine never had any ill-feeling. and Butler was a 
warm admirer of the ex-Secretary. In 1884 many 
— palleved that enough of Butler's votes in 
New York City were counted for Mr. Cleveland to 
give the latter his majority. The comment at- 
tributed to Butler on this proceeding was, that if 
his votes were to be counted for somebody else he 
‘was sorry they could not be counted for a friend. 


Of the animosities growing out of the war Gen. 
Butler was never forgetful. It is only a few years 
ago that the newspapers were filled with the 
fierce vituperative warfare between him and 
miral Porter.

Incidents of His Life at the Scene of His 
* Earlier Triumphs. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 11.—|Special.]—Nearly 
every one here has something to say of Gen.

Among which was a magniticent 
writing desk from a Boston stationer still in busi- 
ness. In the attic at Bay View with a lot of use- 
less implements was the article. It was brought 
out for exhibition. The article in the paper 
concerning the matter, written in an exaggerated 
vein, was read. Then followed the exhibition of 
the luxurious desk. It was nothing more than a 
band receptacle for carrying dispatches, With it 
was the bill, which had been preserved. One side 
of the desk was brokenin. This, the General ex- 
plained with dramatic etfect, was due to the fact 
that a gun carriage had driven over the article. 
This convincing refutation of the charge caused a 
demonstration the like of which the hall never 
echoed to before or since. 

Maj. George J. Carney, who served on Gen. 
Butler's staff in 1863 and has been his financial 
agent in Lowell since 1869, said: 

Gen. Butler said to me once: 
my death in the newspapers some day, but don't 
you believe it. I will send you word when I am 
going to die.’ I felt in doubt regarding the au- 
nouncement this morning, but Dr.-Cilley sent me 
a telegram saying the report was true. Iam glad 
that Gen. Butler did not have a prolonged illness.

POPE LEO AND THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


American Bishops Instructed to Send Him 
. Their Opinions on the Matter. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Jan. 11.—The import- 
ant controversy on the Catholic and public 
school question has assumed a new and most 
interesting phase.

Ray —. om. — important — ante the 
Archbishops, to be communicated by them to the 
Bishops of the United States. It is a mandate 
from the Pope that each Bishop shall remit. in a

Archbishops in November last. 

It will be noted that this announcement dif- 
fers materially from the cable dispatch. [he 
Bishops are not asked to suggest any correc- 
tions, but simply to give their vonscientious 
opinions of the propositions asa whole. The 
mandate does not state or even that 
there isa likelihood of the Pope 
his views on this question. The question be- 
ing one of practical expediency rather than 
of doctrine he has thought proper to consalt 
the Bishops upon it before issuing the doca- 
ment, which it is announced he will give out 
to terminste this question.
